The little job of “face-lifting” for Mother Earth which resulted in the Appalachian Mountain chain is credited 
to the Laurentian Plateau or great Canadian Shield in the Province of Quebec, according to a new geological 
report on the Laurentian Mountains, long claimed to be among the oldest formations in the world. Known to 
Americans as a land of summer resorts, fishing retreats and abundant water power, the Laurentian Moun­ 
tains are now said to constitute the basement on which rest the later sedimentary strata of a large part of the''

QUEBEC, 
Can.

mountain giant in what is now the 
Province of Quebec was the beauty 
specialist that helped Old Mother 
Earth with the little job of “face­ 
lifting” which resulted in the Appa­ 
lachian Mountain chain, according 
to a new report on the Laurentian 
Plateau issued by the Provincial De­ 
partment of Highways and Mines. 
Millions of years before modern 
women discovered the art of mak­ 
ing new faces of old, the Laurentian 
plateau or great Canadian Shield, as 
geologists call it, was doing a man- 
sized job of helping lo hoist that 
part of Dame Nature’s map which 
today forms the eastern watershed 
of the United States.

Revealing new and striking facts 
about the Laurentians, long ac­ 
claimed as among the world’s oldest 
mountains, the government’s report 
points out that North America actu­ 
ally owes a great deal of its present 
form to the Canadian Shield, which 
“constitutes the basement on which 
rest the later sedimentary strata of 
the continent.” 
"Against its huge, solid mass,” 
says the department, “was exerted 
th® slow pressure which gave form 
to the northern part of that great 
wrinkle In the earth’s crust known 


as the Appalachian mountain chain. 
On its vast surface there piled up 
the succession of tremendous ice 
sheets which, slipping off and mov­ 
ing southward, carried the material 
to form the fertile north central 
plain. And the northward retreat of 
the last of these ice sheets left the 
drainage system of a large part of 
the continent virtually as it is today. 
“Despite the great age of the Lau­ 
rentians, however, their innumera­ 
ble rivers and lakes are all geo­ 
logically young. They date from the 
close of the ice age and it is interest­ 
ing to note that the youthfulness of 
this drainage system is responsible 
for Quebec’s enormous resources in 
water power.”

The Laurentians, in keeping with 
their great age, make no preten­ 
sions to phenomenal altitude, for 
their height varies little moro than 
from 1,000 to 1,500 feet. They cover 
more than nine-tenths of the Prov­ 
ince of Quebec, the plateau rising 
steeply on all sides and its southern 
escarpment forming a dominant fea­ 
ture of the landscape along the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence 
River to about twenty miles below 
Quebec City. The rounded hills, and 
brilliant colors of granites stripped 
bare by mountainous glaciers tell 
the rest of the story of the beating 
the Laurentians have taken to ap­ 
pease the whims of Mother Earth.

Answers to 
Questions On 
Wheat Gontracts 


Missouri wheat growers are ask­ 
ing a number of questions concern­ 
ing the division of wheat compen­ 
sation payments between the own­ 
er and tenant of a farm covered by 
an acreage reduction contract. An­ 
swers to those and similar ques­ 
tions were authorized by the wheat 
section of the Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Administration under date of 
August 4, as follows: 
Question: 
Where a farm is op­ 
erated under share lease, how are 
adjustment payments to be divided ? 
Answer: In the same proportion 
as the division of the crop under the 
existing lease. 


Question: 
If the tenant has a 
cash lease, who gets the adjustment 
payments ? 
Answer: 
The tenant. 
Question: If the tenant has only 
a one-year share lease, does he get 
any payments? 
Answer: Yes, he gets a share of 
both installments for 
that year, 
providing the landlord also signs 
the contract. 
Question: 
If the tenant is not 
to 
on the land the following year 
does he still participate in the ad­ 
justment payment? 
Answer: Yes, he participates in 
both installments of the adjustment 
payment for the year he is on the 
farm, provided the contract is sign­ 
ed for the farm. 
Question: 
If a part of the farm 
is sold, how will the allotment be 
divided? 
Answer: 
In 
proportion to the 
cultivated area on each part, as 
the Secretary of Agriculture or his 
authorized agent may determine. 


Question: 
Can a producer, who 
has more than one farm, include 
them all under one application and 
get a single allotment for all his 
farms ?
